In claim 1, line 2, after "shaft" inserted -defining an axis-. 
In claim 9, line 15, after "shaft" inserted -axially-.

2. The examiner has made minor corrections above to clarify the term "axial 
movement" in the claims. The corrections do not change the scope of the claims. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: prior art of 
record fails to show or fairly suggest a frictional hinge having the combination as 
claimed including a reinforcing rib engaging with a movement prevention member for 
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"preventing axial movement" of the rib with respect to the band, even when the shaft is 
retracted from the band. As clearly stated in the disclosure, during repeated operations 
of the prior art hinge the shaft becomes slightly retracted from the spring portion and 
therefore the reinforcing rib becomes disengaged from the edge of the spring portion so 
that the spring portion is no longer stiffened. That is, prior art is incapable of "preventing 
axial movement" of the rib with respect to the band portion and therefore causing 
failures of the hinge. Further, Dube et al. '821 is directed to a shelving unit. Modifying 
AAPA with the mere hook-slot engagement of '821 to reach the claimed invention 
renders the rejection hindsight. Additionally to method claim 9, AAPA does not show a 
step of "adjusting the relative position" of the reinforcing rib and the band to align the 
holes of the ban and the rib since the tab and the slot engagement requires only linear 
movement.
